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Background:  In  November  of  1995,  San  Francisco  voters  approved  a 

$29,245,000  bond  measure  for  acquisition,  construction  and/or 
reconstruction  improvements  to  the  Steinhart  Aquarium  and 
related  facilities  (Steinhart  Aquarium  Improvement  Bonds, 
1995)  which  was  constructed  in  1923  and  1963.  In  March  of 
2000,  San  Francisco  voters  approved  $87,445,000  to  acquire, 
construct,  or  rebuild  the  California  Academy  of  Science’s 
facilities  (California  Academ57-  of  Sciences  Improvement  Bonds, 
2000).  Combined,  City  voters  have  approved  $116,690,000  for 
improvements  to  the  California  Academj^  of  Sciences  facilities 
(Academy  Facility),  which  includes  the  Steinhart  Aquarium. 

The  Steinhart  Aquarium,  Morrison  Planetarium  and  the 
Natural  History  Museum,  as  well  as  a research  institution  and 
educational  facilities  located  in  Golden  Gate  Park  are  operated 
by  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences,  a private  nonprofit 
organization.  The  City  owns  the  land  and  buildings  and  is 
responsible  for  providing  the  funds  for  the  operation  of  the 
Steinhart  Aquarium. 

On  August,  18  2003,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (File  03-1194) 
approved  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  Pvecreation  and  Park 
Commission  to  award  contracts  for  construction  and 
design/build  services  in  connection  with  the  reconstruction  of  the 
Academy  Facility.  On  December  14,  2004,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  approved  an  ordinance  (File  04-1459)  authorizing 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  to  implement  an 
alternative  bid  process  for  construction  packages  for  the 
reconstruction  of  the  Academy  Facility.  According  to  Mr.  Edgar 
Lopez,  Project  Manager  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the 
Project  entails  substantial  new  construction  and  renovations, 
the  demolition  of  eleven  existing  buildings  totaling 
approximately  311,400  square  feet,  and  the  reconstruction  and 
renovation  of  portions  of  one  building  known  as  Africa  Hall. 

Since  the  voters  approved  the  issuance  of  $29,245,000  in 
General  Obligation  Bonds  in  1995  for  the  Steinhart  Aquarium, 
the  City  has  not  issued  the  bonds.  Since  the  voters  approved  the 
issuance  of  $87,445,000  in  2000  for  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  the 
City  has  issued  one  series  of  bonds’  on  behalf  of  the  California 


' The  Board  of  Supervisors  authorized  the  issuance  of  the  $87,445,000  in  bonds  on  October  4,  2000 
(File  No.  00-1611)  and  approved  the  sale  of  $8,075,000  on  October  28,  2004  (File  No.  04-1176).

The  general  provisions  in  these  resolutions  (Files  05-0732  and 
05-0733)  regarding  the  proposed  issuance  and  sale  of  the  1995 
Aquarium  Bonds  are  listed  in  Attachment  II  of  this  report, 
which  was  prepared  by  the  Budget  Analyst  based  on  information 
submitted  by  Ms.  Sesay.

Issuance  Costs:  The  total  estimated  bond  issuance  costs  for  the  2000  Academ}^  of 
Sciences  and  1995  Aquarium  Bonds  combined,  including  fees  for 
outside  bond  counsel,  financial  advisors,  rating  agencj’’  advisors, 
financial  printing,  advertising,  and  the  services  of  the  Mayor’s

The  Underwriter’s  Discount  is  paid  out  of  the  original  issue  premium.  This  amount  is  paid  to  the 
Underwriter  for  services  rendered  in  selling  the  bonds. 
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Office  and  City  Attorney,  are  $217,056  ($158,613  plus  $58,443 
as  shown  on  the  previous  page),  or  approximately  0.20  percent  of 
the  total  value  of  the  bonds  to  be  sold  in  the  amount  of 
$108,615,000. 


Interest  Rate  and 

Debt  Service:  Ms.  Sesay  advises  that  based  on  current  market  conditions  the 

overall  effective  interest  rate  on  the  bonds  is  projected  to  be 
approximately  4.890  percent.  The  proposed  sale  of  2000 
iVcademy  of  Sciences  Bonds  in  the  amount  of  $79,370,000  would 
result  in  a total  debt  service  (from  June  7,  2005  through  June 
15,  2025)  of  approximately  $134,688,381,  including  the  principal 
amount  of  $79,370,000  and  interest  of  $55,318,381,  resulting  in 
an  estimated  average  annual  debt  service  over  the  estimated  20- 
year  life  of  the  bonds  of  $6,734,419.  The  proposed  sale  of  the 
1995  Aquarium  Bonds  in  the  amount  of  $29,245,000  would 
result  in  a total  debt  service  expense  (from  June  7,  2005  through 
June  15,  2025)  of  approximately  $49,628,816,  including  the 
principal  amount  of  $29,245,000  and  interest  of  $20,383,816, 
resulting  in  an  estimated  average  annual  debt  service  expense 
over  the  estimated  20-year  life  of  the  bonds  of  $2,481,441.  Total 
annual  average  debt  service  from  both  estimated  bond  issuance 
would  therefore  be  $9,215,860.

Rate  And  Debt 

Capacity 

Impacts:  Property  Tax  Rate:  According  to  Mr.  Todd  Rydstrom,  Director 

of  Budget  and  Analysis  at  the  Controller’s  Office,  the  proposed 
sale  of  subject  2000  Academy  of  Sciences  Bonds,  in  the  amount 
of  $79,370,000,  would  result  in  an  increase  in  the  Property  Tax 
rate  of  approximately  $0.000650909  per  $100  of  assessed  value. 
At  that  incremental  property  tax  rate,  the  owner  of  a single- 
family residence  assessed  at  $500,000,  after  deducting  $7,000 
for  the  homeowners  exemption  would  pay  approximately  $32.09 
per  year  in  property  taxes  annualty  due  to  the  sale  of  these 
bonds. 

According  to  Mr.  Rydstrom,  the  proposed  sale  of  subject  1995 
Aquarium  Bonds,  in  the  amount  of  $29,245,000  would  result  in 
an  increase  in  the  Property  Tax  rate  of  approximately 
$0.000239841  per  $100  of  assessed  value.  At  that  incremental 
property  tax  rate,  the  owner  of  a single-famity  residence 
assessed  at  $500,000,  after  deducting  $7,000  for  the 
homeowners  exemption  would  pay  approximated  $11.82  per 
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Comments: 


year  in  property  taxes  annually  due  to  the  sale  of  these  bonds. 
The  combined  impact  would  be  an  increase  of  approximately 
$43.91  annually  in  property  taxes  for  the  owner  of  a single- 
family resident  assessed  at  $500,000. 

Debt  Capacity:  The  City’s  General  Obligation  Bond  debt 
capacity  is  limited  under  Section  9.106  of  the  City  Charter  to 
three  percent  of  the  City’s  net  assessed  property  value.  The 
City’s  total  General  Obligation  debt  capacity  is  currentty 
$3,134,138,636  or  3 percent  of  the  City’s  estimated  net  assessed 
property  valuation  of  $104,471,287,868  for  FY  2004-2005.  As  of 
April  1,  2005,  the  City  had  $1,151,625,000  in  outstanding 
General  Obligation  bonds  (including  the  authorized  sale  of 
$230,000,000  of  Laguna  Honda  General  Obligation  Bonds  that 
will  be  sold  in  May).  On  May  5,  2005,  the  Budget  and  Finance 
Committee  will  consider  approval  of  the  sale  of  $7,505,000  in 
Zoo  Facilities  Bonds,  1997,  Series  2005H  and  $34,000,000  in 
Branch  Library  Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000,  Series 
2005G,  and  if  approved  would  increase  the  total  outstanding 
General  Obligation  debt  to  $1,193,130,000.  Based  on  this 
outstanding  principal  amount  without  consideration  of  other 
bond  issuance  between  May  of  2005  and  the  date  of  issuance  of 
the  subject  bonds,  if  the  proposed  2000  Academy  of  Sciences 
Bonds  and  the  1995  Aquarium  Bonds  are  sold  in  the  total 
amount  of  $108,615,000,  the  City  will  have  $1,301,745,000  in 
General  Obligation  bonds  outstanding  with  $1,832,393,636  of 
the  $3,134,138,636  debt  capacity  remaining. 

1.  Table  I Project  Budget  and  Funding  Sources  above  includes 
the  proposed  budget  for  $108,397,944,  the  Capital  Project 
portion  of  the  $108,615,000  supplemental  request.  As  shown 
above,  the  Capital  Project  portion  of  $108,397,944  will  fund 
construction  and  construction  related  costs  such  as  public  art. 
City  management  and  oversight,  and  printing,  reproduction  and 
required  advertisement.  Mr.  Lopez  advises  that  the  City  issued 
a request  for  construction  bids  on  March  16,  2005  and  expects  to 
award  construction  contracts  to  the  lowest  responsive  bidders  in 
June. 

2.  The  proposed  budget  for  the  $108,397,944  allocates 
$29,186,557  (the  Capital  Project  portion  of  the  $29,245,000  from 
the  1995  Aquarium  Bonds)  to  the  Steinhart  Aquarium, 
consistent  with  uses  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  voters  in 
November  of  1995. 
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3.  In  response  to  the  Budget  Analyst’s  question  regarding  why  it 
has  taken  10  j^ears  since  voter  approval  in  November  of  1995  to 
request  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  1995  Aquarium  Bonds, 
Attachment  III,  provided  by  Ms.  Alison  Rempel  Brown,  Chief 
Financial  Officer  for  the  Academy  responds  that; 

“Work  on  the  architectural  plans  was  suspended  in 
January  1997  when  it  was  suggested  that  both  the 
Academy  and  the  De  Young  Museum  consider  locating 
outside  of  Golden  Gate  Park.  After  City  officials 
reaffirmed  their  commitment  to  keeping  both  institutions 
in  the  Park,  the  project  was  expanded  to  include  a major 
reconstruction  of  all  the  Academy  buildings  due  to  the 
general  deterioration  because  of  the  age  and  inadequacy 
of  the  space  to  meet  the  future  needs  of  the  research 
collections  and  education  programs.  After  a second  bond 
request  was  approved  by  the  voters  in  2000,  planning  for 
a new  facility  was  restarted.” 

The  Budget  Analyst  finds  the  above  explanation  for  the  delay 
reasonable. 

4.  The  Budget  Analyst  notes  that  in  2003,  the  Academy 
estimated  Total  Project  Cost  of  $370,485,300  (see  August  18, 
2003  Budget  Analyst  Report  to  the  Finance  Committee,  Files  03- 
1194,  03-1197,  and  03-1198),  and  that  the  total  Project  cost  is 
presently  estimated  at  $392,362,106  as  shown  in  Table  I,  or 
approximately  $22,000,000  more  than  the  estimated  total 
Project  Cost  in  2003.  In  the  February  25,  2005  Bond 
Accountability  Report,  issued  to  the  General  Obligation  Bond 
Oversight  Committee  on  February  25,  2005,  the  Academy 
indicates  that  it  has  increased  the  Total  Project  Cost  budget  in 
response  to  increases  in  construction  cost  estimates,  with  the 
increase  largely  attributable  to  rising  costs  of  materials, 
including  concrete  and  steel,  as  well  as  increased  costs  of 
plumbing,  mechanical  and  electrical  work. 

The  Budget  Analyst  further  notes  that  City  funds  will  not  cover 
the  $22,000,000  estimated  budget  increase,  but  instead  private 
donations  and  State  and  Federal  grants  will  be  used  to  fund 
these  costs,  according  to  Ms.  Brown. 
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5.  Ms.  Brown  states  that  should  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
approve  the  proposed  resolutions  and  supplemental 
appropriation  ordinance,  which  would  authorize  the  sale  of  the 
remaining  voter-approved  General  Obligation  Bonds,  the  entire 
$392,500,000  budgeted  cost  of  the  Project  would  be  funded.  Ms. 
Brown  advises  that  the  Academy  has  raised  over  $156,000,000 
in  State  and  Federal  grants  and  in  private  funds.  Additionall3^ 
the  Academy  has  available  approximately  $172,000,000  in 
501(c)(3)  conduit  bonds,  which  are  the  obligation  of  the 
Academy,  and  not  the  City. 

Recommendation:  Approve  the  proposed  resolutions  (Item  1 - File  05-0682,  Item 
2 - 05-0732,  and  File  05-0733)  and  the  proposed  supplemental 
appropriation  ordinance  (Item  4 - File  05-0734).

Q:  Why  has  it  taken  so  long  to  issue  the  bonds? 


A:  San  Francisco  voters  approved  the  $29.25  million  bond  request  for  renovation  of  the 
Stoinhart  Aquarium  in  November  of  1995.  However,  work  on  the  architectural  plans  was 
suspended  in  January  1 997  when  it  was  suggested  that  both  the  Academy  and  the  de 
Young  Museum  consider  locating  outside  of  Golden  Cate  Park.  After  City  officials 
reafSimed  their  commitment  to  keeping  both  institutions  in  the  Park,  the  project  was 
expanded  to  include  a major  reconstruction  of  all  of  the  Academy  buildings  due  to  the 
general  deterioration  because  of  their  age  and  the  inadequacy  of  the  sp^ce  to  meet  the 
future  needs  of  the  research  collections  and  education  programs.  After  a second  bond 
request  was  approved  by  the  voters  in  2000,  planning  for  a new  facility  was  restarted, 

Q:  is  the  progress  of  the  Academy’s  fundraising? 

A:  With  the  issuance  of  the  remaining  voter*approved  general  obligation  bonds,  as  now' 
requested,  tho  Academy  will  have  all  cash  in  band  required  to  fund  the  entire  budgeted 
cost  of  the  Project  Fu^  available  include  nearly  $172  million  in  501(c)(3)  conduit 
bonds  which  have  been  issued  by  the  California  Infrastructure  and  Economic 
Development  Bank  for  the  benefit  of  CAS.  These  conduit  bonds  are  solely  the  obligation 
of  tho  Academy,  and  not  of  the  City.  The  Academy  will  also  continue  its  fund  raising 
efforts  in  order  to  provide  additional  unrestricted  reserves.  The  Academy's  fund  raising 
is  on  target,  with  more  than  $150  million  raised  to  date  from  private  donors  and  the  State 
and  Federal  governments.
